These two, it is alleged, put up 
the first $75 as a Joint note, being the 
security by which the alleged frauds 
were inaugurated. 
A bout this time (in 1800) Attorney 
Burch asserts, Governor Steunenberg 
went to a conference called presum­ 
ably for the patriotic purpose cif put­ 
ting down 
the mining 
troubles and 
while there met a mine owner naft ed 
A. B. Cam] ii.*11. 
Through Campbell. 
it is alleged, Steunenberg, who had < x- 
hausted his p ersonal resources, met 
Barber and Moon, who immediately 
took a deep Interest in Idaho timber 
lands.

In connecting Senator Borah with 
the conspiracy, 
Mr. Burch 
says the 
government will show that all deeds 
from ‘‘dummy” trustees to the Barber 
Barber company passed through his 
office and were recorded, as the rec­ 
ords will show, at his request. 
It is 
flirthct stated that when four of five 
fraudulent claims were held up, Mr. 
Borah went to the home of the regis­ 
ter of the local land office and made 
inquiry as to what was to be done con­ 
cerning them. 
The register told him, 
it is said, that the claims were fraud­ 
ulent and had better be left alone.

Is further charged that on one occa­ 
sion when Governor Morrison was ex­

tamed a high schedule of tariffs to pre­ 
vent shipmen is of oil by independent

Havana Press Declares It to Be Sui­ 


cidal and Unpatriotic— Conspirators 


Appear to Be Well Supplied With 


Money. 


Havana, Sept. 27.—The following 
statement was given out by Governor 
Magoon Thursday evening: 
“Tho governor Issued a statement 
this afternoon in which 
he said, re­ 
garding the arrest 
of Mas so Barra, 
Juan Ducassl and Bara Miret, that he 
had been advised of their actions for 
some time past and had waited for 
them to carry out their work to some 
definite end. 
He was well aware of 
their conspiracy 
and deemed 
it ad­ 
visable to put an end to the disturb­ 
ance they were creating. 
“To this 
the governor 
would add 
that Cuba Ins many important ques­ 
tions to occupy its attention for the 
next six or <*ight months and it is de­ 
sired that the minds of the people bo 
not distracted from these important 
matters by agitators 
and disturbers 
of the peace and tranquillity of the is­ 
land. 
“The men arrested appear to be the 
leaders and directors 
of this move­ 
ment and although others are known 
to have participated in their meetings 
and to have promised men and arms 
for the movement it was not thought 
necessary to arrest these persons, ex­ 
cept in ease of further developments. 
Their detention can be accomplished 
whenever desired. 
“The completion of the census for 
the coming 
elections and 
the con­ 
tinuance of the road building already 
Inaugurated as well 
as many other 
necessary public works must be com­ 
pleted as soon as 
possible in order 
that when Cuba is turned over to its 
newly elected president, the govern­ 
ment will be on a fair working basis 
and free from the annoyances of petty 
would-be military adventurers.” 


Trying to Locate Americans. 
Every effort is being made to ascer­ 
tain the identity of the person who 
Wednesday night sent a news cable­ 
gram to a New York newspaper, as It 
is believed that this knowledge will 
be a valuable clue tow ard locating the 
Americans here who are Interested in 
the movement. 
It appears that this 
cablegram was brought into the cable 
office by a negro, and it is believed 
this man can be found. 
The source whence the money for 
the revolution came Is being sought 
diligently by secret service officials, 
who are confident they can locate the 
firm which distributed the funds in 
Havana. 
The Havana press generally depre­ 
cates 
the movement, 
declaring it 
I suicidal and unpatriotic. 
The Post in 
an editorial article declares the move­ 
ment has no material importance, as 
the conspirators, although well sup­ 
plied with money, are unable to mus­ 
ter a corporal’s guard from people of 
any standing, military or otherwise. 
It wras rumored here Thursday night 
that 
General 
Estanoz and 
General 
Acosta had taken to the field, but the 
report could not be confirmed. 
It Is known that the leaders of the 
movement planned to start the revo­ 
lution Thursday 
at seven 
different 
points simultaneously. 
When General Miret was taken Into 
custody he was in an automobile and 
it is alleged he was preparing to leave 


I for the locality assigned him. 
Members of the Conservative party 
are greatly worked up over the arrest 
of General Ducassl, who has been de­ 
claring himself In sympathy with that 
party. 
A number of prominent Con­ 
servatives called upon Governor Ma­ 
goon Thursday and insisted that Du- 
cassl 
be released, urging 
his inno­ 
cence. 
The governor replied that lf 
he was Innocent he w o u l d ample 
time t*o prove it. 
The Conservatives 
retired 
and after a consultation 
re­ 
turned to plead again, but their sec­ 
ond effort was as futile as the first.
